The  Public  Health  & Hi^ways  Committee,

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I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  of*  the  Borough  during  the  year  1958. 

Apart  from  the  incidence  of  a few  cases  of  Dysentery, 
the  health  of  the  community  has  remained  satisfactory.  The 
"birth  rate  has  increased  and  the  infantile  mortality  rate  has 
decreased.  Of  the  total  of  seven  infants  who  died  under  one 
year  of  age,  five  died  during  the  first  four  wreeks  of  life. 

Comment  on  the  death  rate,  14*5  1000  of  the 

population  ii/ill  he  found  under  the  appropriate  heading. 

Two  hundred-  and  thirty  deaths  occurred  during  the 
year,  thirty  seven  due  to  malignant  tumors  and  seventy  five 
due  to  coronary  disease. 

Many  routine  samples  of  water,  milk  and  ice  cream 
were  sent  during  the  year  to  the  Puhliu  Health  Laboratory  for 
examination.  It  will  he  appreciated  that  this  intensive 
sampling  procedure  is  an  important  contrihutioh  to  the  maintenance 
of  health  and  the  prevention  of  infection.  Regular  hacter- 
iological  examinations  of  the  treated  water  leaving  the  reservoirs 
at  Yev/stock,  Five  Ways  and  Bowden  Hill  are  made,  at  the  same 
time  the  free  chlorine  content  of  the  sample  is  estimated* 

Routine  samples  of  the  treated  water  are  taken  from  the  public 
mains  within  the  Borough  and  throughout  the  surrounding  Rural 
District, 


The  important  Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene)  Regulations 
made  on  the  17th  December,  1958,  came  into  operation  on  the 
1st  January,  1959.  The  regulations  are  designed  to  secure  the 
sanitary  and  cleanly  conditions  in  connecticn  v/ith  the  construction 
and  operation  of  slaughterhouses  and  the  handling  of  meat  therein. 
The  regulations  apply  to  new  slaughterhouses  at  once;  it  v/ill  be 
necessary  for  the  existing  slaughterhouses  in  the  Borough  to 
conform  by  a date  subsequent  to  tiie  2nd.  November,  1959. 

Details  of  the  Council’s  Housing  Returns  made  to  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  & Local  G-ovemment  will  be  found  in  the 
report  of  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector, 

Complaints  have  been  received  concerning  the  flooding 
of  the  school  playground  at  Cocklebury  and  also  of  flooding  of 
a yard  at  the  Westinghouse  Brake  & Signal  Company.  It  is 
apparent  that  the  tovn  sewers  are  too  small  to  take  the 
increasing  amount  of  sewage  occasioned  by  the  increase  in 
water  consumption  and  housing  development.  The  main  outfall 
aewers,  now  draining  approximately  2000  acres,  are  overloaded 
and  the  Borough  Surveyor  has  reported  this  to  the  Public 
Health  Committee  in  a comprehensive  report  on  Sewerage  and 
Sewage  Di¥iq)osal,  It  is  apparent  that  the  necessary  improvements 
will  be  expensive  and  v/ill  take  some  time  to  complete. 

Since  the  introduction  of  the  National  Health  Act, 
the  prevention  of  Tuberculosis  is  divided  amongst  three 
Authorities,  i,e.  The  Regional  Hospital  Bear’d,  The  County  Council, 
and  the  Local  District  Councils,  This  tripartite  arrangement 
occasions  some  overlap.  The  Local  District  Councils  are 
principally  concerned  v/ith  the  environment,  i,e,  the  housing  of 
the  patient  and  the  safeguarding  of  milk  supplies  and  food 
production.  The  increase  of  Tuberculosis  of  glands  and  bones 
has  been  reduced  by  safeguarding  milk  supplies  either  by  the 
tuberculin  testing  of  cattle  or  by  pasteurisation.  Tuberculosis 
of  the  lungs,  in  spite  of  improvements  in  housing  conditions  and 
nutrition  was  still  a great  problem  a decade  ago.  Sanatoria 
were  overcrowded  and  the  death  rate  in  males  v/as  four  times  the 
present  rate.  This  great  change  has  been  effected  by  the 
introduction  of  new  drugs.  There  is  a tendency  nowadays  for 
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notification  of  Pulmonary  TulDorculosis  to  include  a prepond- 
erance of  ©Iderly  men  in  wliom  the  disease  has  hecome  a chronic 
condition.  This  has  the  effect  of  maintaining  the  total 
number  of  loiom  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  on  the  register. 

Only  six  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified 
and  confirmed  during  the  year.  A total  of  73  oases  remaining 
on  the  register. 

Many  infectious  diseases,  frequently  fatal,  which 
affected  man  in  the  past,  have  now  practically  disappeared  and 
no  longer  constitute  a danger  to  health.  Diseases  such  as 
Cholera,  Typhus,  Plague  and  Diphtheria  are  nowadays  never  seen 
by  medical  students.  Diphtheria  first  treated  by  anti-toxin 
to  reduce  mortality  rate  a,  is  now  prevented  by  iraimmisation, 
commenced  during  the  last  v^nr.,  Before  immunisation,  the  average 
annual  notifications  throughout  the  country  ivere  over  55>000 
and  the  deaths  nearly  2p800o  The  last  available  figures  for 
1957  show  37  notifications  and  six  deaths,^  most  of  whom  had  not 
been  imiraunised. 

Scarlet  Fever,  altliough  still  a notifiable  infectious 
disease,  is  no  longer  the  serious  illness  of  the  past  when  either 
death  or  severe  complications  affecting  the  heart  or  kidneys 
v/ere  not  unusual.  The  odd  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  cropping  up 
here  and  there  is  usually  merely  an  expression,  in  a susceptible 
subject,  of  a generalised  streptococcal  infection  in  the  public 
at  large  and  is  not  infrequently  associated  v/ith  an  outbreak  of 
nose  and  throat  infections. 

Measles  shows  an  increasing  incidence  and  no  preventive 
measures  are  available;  the  complications  of  measles  however 
are  nowadays  controlled  by  either  antibiotics  or  nev/  drugs  and 
no  longer  constitute  a danger  to  life. 

Pneumonia,  usually  fatal  in  the  past,  particularly  in 
the  elderly,  can  now  be  treated  with  the  new  antibiotics  and 
drugs  with  a good  chance  of  re cove rye  Tuberculous  Meningitis 
£ind  Cerebro  Spinal  Fever  can  also  be  cared  for  by  similar 
methods. 


The  imroiunisation  campaign  against  Poliomyelitis,  after 
a slow  start,  has  at  last  gained  the  confidence  and  attention 
of  the  public,  although  the  demand  for  immimisation  by  the 
older  groups  of  15  to  26  years  was  negligible  until  the  unfort- 
unate death  of  a well  known  football  player  from  Poliomyelitis, 

In  view  of  the  changing  pattern  of  infectious  diseases, 
the  law  relating  to  notification  now  requires  review  and 
modification  to  bring  it  up  to  date^  It  is  doubtful  whether 
the  notification  of  Measles  serves  any  useful  purpose  or  is 
worth  the  cost  involved.  In  my  opinion,  notification  of  this 
infection  should  cease  to  be  iTequired. 

Radioactivity  from  natural  soiu?ces  and  the  development 
and  application  of  atomic  energy  is  assuming  considerable 
importance  in  public  health.  The  destructive  action  on  living 
cells  is  the  same  as  the  action  of  X Rays  or  radium,  the 
pioneers  of  X-Rays  suffered  considerably  before  adequate 
protective  measures  were  considered  necessary.  Natural  sourcea 
have  always  produced  radiation  in  variable  amounts  but  in 
amounts  so  small  and  with  such  limited  application  as  to  have 
little  harmful  effect.  Artificial  sources  of  radiation  from 
the  experimental  explosion  of  atomic  bombs,  to  the  use  of 
Stroniura  to  luminize  watches  have  been  under  investigation 
as  to  their  cumulative  effect  on  man  for  some  time.  The 
estimation  of  Strontium  90  in  drinking  water  is  thought 
advisable  in  some  quarters,  but  estimation  requires  highly 
skilled  technicians  v/ith  considerable  experience  and  expensive 
equipment.  Much  of  the  radioactivity  in  various  foods  is 
fortuna  tely  excreted,  the  cumulative  effect  depends  on  the  body 
function  controlling  its  retention.

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The  preventive  measures  required  "by  law  and  the 
greater  efficiency  of  curative  medicine  "by  the  use  of  new 
drugs  and  antibiotics  have  greatly  reduced  the  activities 
of  Local  District  Couacils  in  the  control  of  outbreaks  of 
infectious  disease.  Massive  outbreaks  of  serious  infection 
are  nowadays  unlikely,  nevertheless  constant  vigilance  is 
still  required  to  ensure  that  the  public  receives  a pure 
water  supply,  clean  and  v/holesome  foodprepared  and  distributed 
under  hygienic  conditions,  safe  milk  production  and  distribution 
adequate  housing,  sewage  disposal  and  finally  clean  air.

766  Inspections  were  made  of  377  premises  in  connection 
with  Housing  and  Nuisances,  and  as  a result,  87  notices  were 
served  requiring  the  abatement  of  nuisances  and  housing  repairs. 

4 Statutory  Notices  v/ere  served  and  complied  v;ith. 

Most  of  this  work  is  of  a routine  nature,  but  nevertheless 
is  important  v/ork.  It  is  unspectacular,  and  is  probably  performed 
without  the  knov;ledge  of  most  ratepayers. 

Sewerage  and  Closet  Conversions  • 

Early  in  the  year  the  Council  extended  their  sev/erage 
system  to  serve  the  North  side  of  the  Polly,  Bristol  Road. 

Notices  v\rere  served  on  the  owners  of  nine  houses  to  provide 
nev^  drainage  systems  and  on  seven  to  convert  pail  closets  to 
water  closets.

All  the  above  caravans  are  used  as  dwelling-houses. 

Frequent  inspections  are  made  of  these  sites,  which  generally 
speaking,  are  well  maintained. 

The  problem  of  the  use  of  unsuitable  sites  in  the  Borough  is 
a small  one  in  comparison  with  other  areas. 

I think  consideration  could  be  g iven  by  the  Council  to  the 
provision  of  further  sites  conforming  to  recognised  public 
health  principles,  as  applications  are  still  being  received  from 
people  coming  in  to  the  tov/n  to  work  and  who  are  forced  to  caravan 
life  by  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  accommodation. 

There  has  been  a tendency  to  dismiss  the  caravan  as  sub- 
standard living  accommodation  and  to  condeiTin  its  use  as  a house. 
Whatever  vievys  we  may  have  on  such  use  one  fact  seems  quite  clear  - 
caravans  will  continue  to  be  used  as  living  accommodation.  Some 
people  prefer  life  in  a caravan,  others  require  the  mobility  a 
caravan  gives. 

A few  months  ago  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
asked  Sir  Arton  Wilson  to  conduct  an  investigation  into  the  problems 
associated  with  the  use  of  caravans  as  homes.  His  report  is  expect- 
ed soon  srd  is  av/aited  v/ith  interest.

Fifty-one  observations  were  made  and  informal  action  taken 
regarding  the  emission  of  smoke  from  the  chimneys  of  industrial 
pr emises. 

Two  of  these  firms  have  installed  F.R.S,  fire  doors  in 
their  hand  fired  boilers  in  an  attempt  to  eliminate  their 
smoke  emissions.

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INSPECTION  A^TD  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

MEAT  INSPECTION 

Both  Bacon  Factories  continued  to  maintain  the  heavy 
slaughtering  of  the  last  few  years.  The  Wiltshire  Bacon 
Company,  during  the  year,  slaughtered  some  66,685  pigs  on 
their  premises.  Messrs.  Spear  Bros.  & Clark  killed  45>835o 

A system  of  detention  is  operated  at  the  Bacon  Factory 
slaughterhouses.  Factory  operatives,  instructed  by  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors,  examine  the  pigs  during  the  course  of 
slaughter,  incising  the  head  and  offal  glands.  Animals  v/hich 
show  any  disease  or  abnormalities  in  carcase  or  organs  are 
detained  and  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  meat  inspector 
while  he  is  engaged  on  routine  meat  inspection.  This  system 
of  detention  is  the  best  that  can  be  adopted  under  the 
circumstances,  obviates  a full-time  meat  inspector  and  is  ’.vorking 
well  in  practice.  All  offals  are  inspected  by  Local  Authority 
Officers  before  leaving  the  factories. 


The  River  Street  slaughterhouse  is  occupied  by  Mr.  T. 
Cartright,  who  is  carrying  on  a small  wholesale  business  there, 
supplying  freshly-killed  meat  to  the  local  butchers. 

It  is  very  old,  and  badly  designed,  but  with  the 
considerable  reduction  in  the  kill  since  it  was  used  by  the 
Ministry,  it  is  easier  to  maintain  a higher  standard  of  hygiene. 
At  the  time  of  v/riting,  reconstruction  is  under  serious 
consideration  by  the  occupier. 

One  hundred  per  cent  meat  inspection  is  carried  out  in  this 
slaughterhouse . 

The  vehicles  used  for  the  transport  of  meat  in  this  area 
have  been  maintained  in  fair  condition.

CYSTICLRCUS  BOVIS 


Routine  examination  of  heef  carcases  and  organs  is  carried 
out  to  detect  the  parasite  of  Cysticercus  Bovis  as  required  hy 
the  Ministry  of  Poodc  Cysticercus  Bovis  is  the  cystic  stage  of 
taenia  saginata,  the  tapeworm  of  man.  During  the  year  ten  cases 
were  found?  the  cysts  Being  located  in  the  head  in  four  cases 
in  the  heart  in  five  cases?  and  in  the  diaphragm  in  one  case. 

Of  the  cysts  found  five  were  viable  and  five  degenerated. 

V/here  infestation  is  localised?  the  part  of  the  carcase  or  the 
organ  affected  is  rejected  as  unfit  for  human  consumption;  the 
remainder  of  the  carcase  is  placed  in  cold  storage  at  a temperature 
not  exceeding  20°P  for  a period  of  three  weeks,  and  then  released 
for  human  consumption.  Failing  refrigeration,  the  entire  carcase 
and  offal  is  rejected. 

Method  of  disposal  of  condemned  food. 

All  carcases  and  offals  found  at  the  Bacon  Factories  and 
Slaughterhouses  to  he  unfit  for  human  consumption  are  mutilated 
and  dyed  prior  to  disposal.  Tinned  and  other  packaged  foodstuffs 
are  collected  and  disposed  of  on  Council’s  Refuse  Tip.

They 
have  the  remedy  in  their  o\Yn  hands. 

Constant  supervision  is  exercised  over  the  stalls  retailing 
foodstuffs  in  the  Y/eekly  market. 

Pish  Fryers  - additional  steel  litter  baskets  v/ere  provided 
in  the  vicinity  of  these  shops?  and  fish  fryers  were  asked  to 
display  notices  which  were  issued  to  them  asking  the  public  to 
co-operate  in  the  Council's  efforts  to  keep  the  streets  tidy.

Of  the  26  samples  of  TcT*  milks  taken,  1 failed  the  standard 
req.uired  by  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Raw  Milk)  Regulations, 
1949/50 o Failures  are  notified  to  the  County  Milk  Regulations 
Officer  in  order  that  investigations  can  be  made  on  the  producers’ 
premises  by  the  Milk  Production  Advisory  Officers » 

It  was  necessary  to  draw  the  attention  of  one  milk  distributor 
to  Reg-ulation  30  of  the  1949  Regulations.  He  was  found  t o be 
depositing  crates  of  bottled  milk  on  a public  highv/ay  with  no 
protection  against  contamination  and  no  protection  from' the  direct 
rays  of  the  sun. 

As  a check  on  the  efficiency  of  milk  bottle  cleansing  9 sets 
were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  All  were  satisfactory. 

Difficulty  is  often  experienced  at  the  bottle  washing  plants 
due  to  the  filthy  condition  of  many  bottles  when  returned.  Being 
a handy  measure  the  pint  milk  bottles  have  been  used  to  hold 
photographic  developer,  turpentine,  paraffin  and  varnish. 

Householders  are  advised  to  rinse  milk  bottles  directly  they  are 
emptied,  not  to  use  them  for  any  other  purposes,  and  to  return 
them  to  the  distributors  promptly. 
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The  Borough  is,  of  course,  in  a Specified  Area.  All  milk 
now  sold  by  retail  must  be  "specially  Designated"  milk,  (that  is, 
pasteurised,  sterilised,  or  tuberculin  tested  milk) . 

ICE-CREAM

Of  the  89  samples  taken,  88  were  satisfactory  and  placed  in 
Provisional  Grades  1 and  2. 

As  is  so  well-known,  the  gradings  are  provisional  only,  and 
no  bacteriological  standards  have  yet  been  prescribed.  The 
Ministry  are  being  pressed  in  some  quarters  to  strengthen  the 
Regulations  by  fixing  a standard  which  could  be  enforced. 
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
